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THE  duty  of  univerfal  Philanthropy  has  been  admitted,  in  every  era  of 
fociety,  and  no  paiticulai  fp  cies  of  it  merits  more  the  approbating  £ 
mankind,  than  that  which  removes  from  extreme  poverty  the  pains  of'di- 
feafe.  With  this  humane  intention Svas  the  DISPENSARY  informed, 
which  is  not  lefs  benevolent  to  its  objects  than  important  to  the  communi- 
ty. Whilfl  the  indigent  and  afflicted,  when  fuffering  internal  difeafe  or 
external  injury,  derive  efficient  relief  trom  the  aids  of  Medicine  and  Sur- 
gery, every  meafure  is  adopted,  which  can  promote  the  falubrity  of  this  fi- 
tuatic  n,  by  mitigating  the  virulence,  fuppreffing  ihe  power,  and  prevent- 
ing the  communication  of  Contagion.  1 o this,  its  primary  icherne,  have 
betn  annexed  he  admiffiion  of  Midwifery  Cales,  the  means  proper  ior  the 
recovery  of  the  unfortunate  from  a ftate  of  Sufpendtd  Animation,  and  the 
practice  of  Inoculation  for  the  Small  Pox,  and  lately  for  the  Cow-pock. 
A difplay  of  the  united  effeds  of  thefe  difonft  Branches  will  powerfully 
recommend  fo  neceffiary  an  Eftablifhment  to  the  continuance  of  that  fup- 
poit  it  has  already  receivtd.  An  attention  to  its  mode  of  government,  its 
rigular  proceedings,  and  their  influence  in  contributing  to  the  accomphfh- 
trent  of  its  views,  has  given  oc  cafion  to  the  improvement  and  extenfion 
of  its  original  plan.  The  more  general  approbation  of  the  public, 
particularly  of  feveral  Country  Subfcribers,  and  the  increafed  liberality  of 
ibofe  who  firft  patronized  this  Inflitution,  have  alfo  conduced  to  promote’ 
md  expand  its  lalutary  effc£ls.  At  firft  ns  fcheme  was  confined  and  re- 
ctified within  narrow  limits  ; but  the  augmentation  of  its  Funds  ha:*  ena- 
bled it  to  comprehend  every  Species  and  Degree  of  Diftrefs  to  which  tne 
•ids  of  fuch  Charity  could  poffiibly  be  applied.  We  trufl  the  fullering 
are  and  indulgence  of  the  opulent  and  humane  will  flih  render  it  more 
• ilcfci  to  the  Community,  An  Afylum  is  now  provided  fur  the  lower  clafs 
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of  people  againft  the  various  diftreffes  to  which  they  are  liable,  from  their 
occupations,  misfortunes,  and  condition*  of  life.  Affording  a fur e refuse 
from  the  evils  of  Poverty  and  Sicknefs,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  fupplyincr  an 
antidote  to  the  baneful  malignancy  of  Contagion,  it  is  the  duty  of  humani- 
ty not  lefs  than  it  would  be  the  intereft  of  found  policy  to  promote  its  be- 
neficial defigus. 

To  fecure  to  this  Charity  the  patronage  of  the  wealthy,  it  would  be  fuf- 
ficient  to  condudl  them  to  the  wretched  abodes  of  indigence  and  difeaje . 
There  they  would  difeover  the  greateft  objedfcs  of  commiferation  - the  in- 
duflrious  father  of  a numerous  family,  co-nvulfed  with  excruciating  pain, 
emaciated  from  want,  deprived  of  every  comfort  and  convenience,  defli- 
Jute  of  the  common  neceffaries  of  life,  and  fuffering  indefcribable  agony, 
from  the  importunate,  but  unavailing  cries  of  his  offspring,  for  their  daily 
food  ; and  the  fight  of  fuch  complicated  dillrefs,  awakening  every  tender 
feeling  of  the  heart,  could  not  fail  to  incite  them  to  the  fupport  of  an  In- 
stitution, which  fpreads  over  this  mournful  feene  the  brighteft  rays  of 
confolation,  hope,  and  joy;  which  reilores  the  unhappy  fufferer  to  his  fa- 
jmily  and  to  fociety. 

To  excite  the  liberality  of  the  affluent  towards  the  fupport  of  this  DIS- 
PENSARY, and  prompt  thofe  who  have  given  it  their  patronage,  to  con- 
tinue their  aid,  are  the  motives  which  induce  its  Diredlors  to  colled!  thefe 
fadis  and  arguments,  in  its  favour  ; and  an  attentive  regard  to  its  proceed- 
ings and  events  will  eftablifh  its  claim  to  the  protedlion  of  the  public. 

Thefe  obfervations,  generally  applicable  to  the  important  fubjed!  of  Me- 
dical Charity  may  properly  introduce  a more  particular  confideration. 
of  the  Acute  apd  Chronic  Difeafes,  which  have  occurred  in  the  courfe  of 
this  year. 

As  Contagion,  from  its  affimilating  power,  by  long,  continued  preva- 
lence and  general  communication,  acquires  increafed  virulence,  it  is  the 
efpecial  province  of  the  condudlors  of  a Difpenfary  to  retard  its  progrefs, 
and  fupprefs  its  influence,  by  the  molt  immediately  adlive  and  efficacious 
expedients.  To  thefe  objedls,  as  intimately  connedled  with  the  befl  inte- 
refts  of  the  Community,  our  unremitting  exertions  have  been  diredfed  ; 
and  the  ftjccefs,  which  has  lately  attended  them,  demands  the  warmeft 
emotions,  and  the  flrongefl  expreffions  of  Gratitude. 

The  genial  and  temperate  date  of  the  weather,  during  the  fiimmer,  had 
fo  effedlually  promoted  the  falubrity  of. this  town  and  its  vicinity,  that  the 
aids  of  this  Charity  were  not  required  to  a fingle  cafe  of  Continued  Fever. 
It  may,  however,  be  proper  to  remark,  that  this  freedom  from  the  ravages 
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t>fa  difeafe,  which  has  often  infefted  this  country,  with  fatal  malignancy,; 
might  alfo  be  attributed  to  the  afliduous  execution  of  every  a&ive  Prophy- 
la£tic.  The  abodes  of  the  lower  orders  of  fociety,  as  more  cleaffiy  and  bet- 
ter ventilated  than  formerly,  are  lefs  liable  to  fuffer  diftempers  ot  an  infec- 
tious nature  ; and  the  removal  of  many  of  the  molt  indulirious  mechanic^ 
and  labourers  from  cellars  and  garrets,  to  the  new,  commodious,  and  ele- 
vated buildings,  a little  diftant  from  the  town,  where  each  family  occupies 
a feparate,  and,  from  the  generofit}' of  their  Noble  Proprietor,  a rent-free 
houfe,  has  conduced,  in  a great  meafure,  to  accompli Ih  this  beneficial  pur- 
pofe.  We  camrot  here  omit  noticing  the  efficacy  of  frefh  prepared  white 
I.1  xoqfhj  in  checking  and  extinguifhing  Contagion  : and  in  purifying  the  con- 
II  fined  and  crowded  habitations  of‘ the  Poor  j particularly  where  there  was 
a frequent  change  of  lodgers.  * 

It  has  been  often,  and  very  juftly  obferved,  that  the  principal  acute  dif*. 
leafe  of  populous  communities  is  Infectious  Fever . Happily- for  this  fixa- 
tion, the  general  health  of  the  people  was  never  more  perfect  firfee  the  In- 
; ftitution  of  the  Dispens  Aft  Y;  than  during  the  wholeof  the  prefen t year. 
I The  firft  cafe,  to  which  we  can  refer,  with  any  pofitive  certainty,  occurred 
early  in  the  month  of  November  * An  aged  man,  who  had  fatally  fuffered 
1 the  difeafe,  in  a neighbouring  village,  conveyed  the  infection  to  his  wife, 
j and  the  injudicious  removal  of  her  to  different  houfes,  in  Whitehaven , exci- 
! ted  very  ferious  apprehenfions  of  its  baneful  communication.  The  diffi- 
culty attending  the  Execution  of  the  numerous  prefervatives  from  Conta- 
gion, rendered  their  fuccefs  lefs  probable.  We  had,  however,  the  fatisfac- 
tion  to  find  that  the  further  progrefs  of  the  difeafe  was  completely,  inter- 
rupted : the  precaution  of  prohibiting  any  connection  of  the  healthy  with 
! the fick  was,  in  this  regard,  highly  ufeful.  As  a profufe  degree  of  perfpira- 
: tion  had  taken  place  in  this  patient,  the  affufion  of  cold  water,  or  any  form 
1 of  its  application  could  not  be  admitted.  The  face,  neck,  and  hands,  were; 
frequently  waffied  with  tepid  vinegar,  a little  diluted;  and  doubtlefis  the? 
icfrefhmcnt  and  benefit  derived  from  this  praClice,  wherever  it  is  employed, 
will  always  recommend  it,  in  every  ffage  of  the  difeafe.  The  medicines 
neceifary  were  the  various  Tonics,  and  every  article  abounding  with  fixed 
air,  or  from  which  it  might  readily  be  extricated,  as  yeajl  and  fermenting 
liquors . Their  efficacy  has  been  proved  in  fimilar  cafes,  where  no  other 
remedy  was  adminifieved,  in  this  climate,  and  in  that  of  countries  more  dif- 
pofed,  from  heat  and  exhalation,  to  fuffer  putrid  and  peftilential  diftem- 
pers. 

The  District  of  this  Char ity  remained  free  from  any  further  ap- 
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pearance  of  Contagious  Difeafe,  till  about  the  middle  of  April.  Three 
perfons,  in  one  houfe,  the  mother  and  two  daughters,  were  then  recom- 
mended to  our  c^re.  Fourteen  days  having  eiapfed  fince  the  latter  had 
1>  en  feized  with  the  ufuai  fymptoms  of  Fever,  a confiderable  length  of 
time,  very  afliduous  attention,  and  the  regular  employment  of  opiate,  cor- 
d'al,  and  ftrengthening  medicines,  were  requifite  to  accomplish  a perfect 
recovery.  The  mother  was  predifpoled  to  admit  an  highly  malignant  dif- 
e ■ , by  that  hare  of  extreme  relaxation  and  univerfal  languor,  which  an 
accidental  injury,  occurring  at  an  advanced  period  of  life,  had  occafioned. 
Jr  was  mpoftible  to  determine  the  exadt  duration  of  the  fever.  Her  con- 
finement to  the  houfe  did  not  exceed  eight  days,  and  (he  died  foon  after 
her  adruiiTion  to  the  Difpenfary. 

Whenever  infedtious  diftempers  appear,  it  will  be  always  proper  to  obtain 
the  molt  concluhve  information,  relative  to  their  origin  and  progrefs  ; par- 
ticularly remarking  the  degree  of  vi  ulence,  with  wmch  they  prevailed. 
Upon  this  occahon,  our  inquiries  were  very  fuccefsfui ; and  it  was  readily 
diicovered,  that  in  the  prelent  inftance,  and  in  leverai  others,  not  immedi- 
ate.ly  conncdled  with  this  Charity,  the  infection  could  be  traced  to  an  inter- 
courfe  with  perfons  who  Were  recovering  from  a fimilar  fever,  whicn  raged 
in  different  pans  of  the  country.  The  inhabi  ant  of  a back  apartment,  in 
the  hou*e  of  thefe  patients,  had  imbib  d the  contagion  from  a ddeafed  fa- 
mily fhe  attended,  and  after  luffcring  ii  nerfelt,  Ihe  communicated  the  fe- 
ver to  her  daughter  ; and  from  them  it  readily  Ipread  to  thole  who  lived 
beneath  the  fame  roof.  As  only  one  perion,  in  two  families,  had  efcaped 
the  attack  of  this  powerful  diftemper;  and  as  the  heuie  was  fituaicd  in  a 
reinarkab’y  narrow  and  unwh  Reiome  lane,  where  light  and  air  were  almofl 
toialiy  excluded  ; and  fn-m  whence  originated,  in  1757,  the  molt  peftilen- 
t’.al  fi  ver  this  country  ever  experienced,  it  was  judged  abfolutely  nectilary 
to  employ  the  various  modrs  of  fumigation,  with  the  concentrated  mineral 
acids,  and  to  apply  lime,  juft  diftolved  in  boiling  water,  with  the  ail  ev.  - 
Vi ng  from  it,  not  oruy  to  the  wads  and  cielings  ot  the  infeCfed  charn.be  >, 
but  to  thofe  of  the  adjoining  houfes,  where  contagion  had  not  yei  prevail- 
ed. A ftiicl  injunction  was  at  the  lame  time  given  to  adopt  every  mealure 
o*  ckanlinefs.  and  to  adn  it  a conftant  current  of  frefn  air  from  the  windo  s 
and  d »<  } s, — Ihe  omy  other  cafes  of  General  Fever , which  requi.  dour  at- 
tm  tiou,  were  the  inhabitants  of  a cellar  in  Roper-Jlreet  The  dileait  firft 
appeared  in  a middm  aged  woman,  and  its  probab'e  exciting  < au  e was  that 
oi  long  expofure  to  cold,  in  the  open  air;  the  fvftem  being  p.evioufly  re*, 
laxcl  and  weakened  by  confinement  to  a cio^e  and  warm  habitation.  As 
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might  be  expe&ed,  the  primary  fymptoms  were  inflammatory ; but  they 
after  wa;ds  gradually  aifumed  the  type  of  our  ulual  Nervous  Fever.  The 
cr  fis  was  not  entirely  formed  befoie  the  17th  day  ; and  it  was  preceded  by 
a degree  of  ftupor,  delirium,  and  remarkable  deafnefs.  Tonics,  and  the 
remedies  employed  in  malignant  cu  (cafes,  had  been  regularly  adr.uniftered  ; 
excepting,  in  th  fi  ll  ilage  of  the  tever,  when  laiine  and  antimonial  medi- 
cines w i e mod  propet.  Suni  ar  expedients  w re  admitted,  with  equal 
fuccefs,  in  the  cafes  of  four  children  ; the  whole  of  the  family,  to  whom  the 
contagion  was  communicated,  in  conlequence  of  a dilregard  to  the  necef- 
lary  prophylatlics  ; and  very  probably  trotn  the  imprudence  of  fleepirig  int 
the  lame  bed  with  their  mother 

In  order  to  dilfipate,  correfcf,  and  eradicate  contagion,  in  the  abodes  of 
the  indigent  Fever  Patients,  ventiJation,  ablution,  and  fumigation  were 
frequently  and  diligently  employed. 

The  immediate  Dire&orsof  thi  Charity  have  carefully  endeavoured  to 
pre\  < nt  the  fatality  and  communication  of  thole  difeafes,  to  which  young 
perfons  are  peculiarly  liable  ; and  thereby  not  only  preferve  the  riling  ge- 
neration from  the  acutefl  fufferings  and  mofl  formidable  dangers  to  which 
mortals  are  expofed,  but  ailo  inercafe  the  population  of  the  country. 

With  great  fatisfa6lion  it  has  been  obferved,  That  hnce  the  commence- 
m nt  of  this  year,  the  Contagions  of  Children,  or  their  fpecific  Epidemics, 
have  occurred  lefs  frequently  than  ulual ; and,  happily,  their  fymptoms 
were,  tor  the  mofl  part,  fo  mild  and  governabi  , as  always  to  admit  the  pal- 
liative, and  feldom  to  r fill  the  curative  aids  of  Medicine.  With  reluc- 
t?;  ce  and  concern  we  advert  to  one  folitary  exception,  in  the  baneful  pre- 
valence of  that  Difeale,  which  a Modekn  Discovery  has  rendered  to- 
ta  v unneceflary.  The  mortality  of  the  Natural  Small  Pox , in  the  adja- 
cent villages,  and  its  appearance  in  Whitehaven , early  in  the  ipring  of  18  3, 
exc  red  very  a arming  apprehenfions  of  its  general  prevalence.  This  dan- 
f however,  tor  lome  time  prevented,  by  the  precaution  of  feciuding 

ti  chi.uren,  wh«  had  taken  the  difeafe,  and  by  flrenuouflv  infilling  upon 
a c*  mp:iante  with  the  only  expedient  which  couid  interrupt  its  courfe. 
lin  ing  the  progreb  of  his  contagion  it  was  difficu  t,  and  indeed  fcarcely 
p liibie,  to  ir»c  vs  communication  to  children,  in  different  parts  of  the 
t<  n ; and  auh  >ugh  its  influence  was,  at  firfl,  neither  p<  werful  nor  extent 
fve,  y^t  nt  I Action  became  afterwards  remarkably  virment,  and  was  fo 
Int  e g«.v.,inrd  by  the  aids  ot  a r,  that  in  the  majority  of  the  patients  rernit- 
t«.  * to  n care,  '’ell  aT  red  he  fatal  event  which  threatened  them,  we 
couid  ouly  mitigate  the  violence  of  the  difeafe,  and  render  its  pn  greffive 
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fymptoms,  in  fume  meafuYe,  fupportable.  The  number  of  victims  to  the 
power  of  this  Contagion  was  greater  than  had  ever  occurred  in  the  fame  | 
fpace  of  time.  The  proportion  of  deaths  and  recoveries,  from  the  beft 
information  we  could  obtain  was,  at  lead,  as  One  to  Four  : and  the  exqui-  j 
iite  diftreffes  of  many  of  the  furvivors  were  long  protra&ed. 

No  period  in  the  pra&ice  of  medicine  is  more  remarkable  for  its  utility 
and  importance,  not  only  in  its  prefent  operation,  but  in  its  future  confe- 
quences,  than  tiiat  which  introduced  to  us  the  INOCULATION  of  the 
COW-POCK,  To  this  difcovery,  and  to  the  celebrated  phyfician,  from 
whom  it  originated,  we  have  adverted,  with  peculiar  fatisfadlion  and  the  f 
higheft  refpe£t,  in  two  former  R eports  of  this  Charity.  The  reluft-  ?i 
ance  of  the  poor  to  avail  themfelves  of  a mean  fo  fimple  and  efficacious,  in 
fuperfeding  and  preventing  a mod  dangerous  Difeafe,  has  been  noticed,  : 
with  fenfible  regret.  In  order  to  difpel  thefe  obdinate  prejudices,  we  have 
attempted  to  arrange  a variety  of  pofitive  fa6ts,  and  arguments  deduced  v 
from  them,  which  could  influence  the  approbation  of  the  public,  in  its  fa- 
vour. The  mod  conclufive  were,  that  the  Difeafe  was,  in  its  nature,  pe- 
culiarly mild  and  fafe;  never  occafioning  any  injurious  : that  noin- 

tercourfe  with  the  patient  could  fpread  the  infe&ion  : that  it  might  be  ad- 
mitted at  any  age,  in  any  climate,  fealon  of  the  year,  or  date  of  the  weather-: 
and  that  neither  repeated  Inoculation  for  the  Small  Pox , conduced  with  the 
greated  care  and  judgment,  nor  the  frequent  expofure  to  the  effluvia  of  a 
very  malignant  fpecies  of  it,  were  capable  of  communicating  the  Difeafe. 
The  general  and  fatal  influence  of  the  Natural  Small  Pox,  at  this  period, 
contributed  to  promote  our  humane  endeavours;  and  we  are  happy  to 
announce  its  beneficial  effe&s,  in  this  town  and  neighbourhood,  by  arreding 
the  progrefs,  and  obviating  the  attack  of  a Difeafe  ; which,  as  mod  deftruc- 
tive  to  the  human  race,  has  long  been  accounted  the  fevered  infli&ion  of 
Providence.  The  fird  quarter’s  admidions  amounted  to  86,  and  the  num- 
ber for  the  year  to  128  : the  total  Inoculations,  in  Whitehaven,  exceeding 
490.  If  this  folitary  and  trivial  eruption  was  thus  artificially  produced, 
in  all  children,  during  their  early  infancy,  we  fhould  no  longer  deplore  the 
univerfal  prevalence  of  the  SmalLPox,  whofe  ravages,  in  many  countries, 
have  been  equal  to  thofe  of  the  Plague  itfelf.  Poderity,  gratefully  fenfible 
of  an  exemption  from  the  exquifite  fufFerings  and  baneful  eft'e£te  of  fo 
©ffenfive  and  dangerous  a Difeafe,  will  perufe  the  details  of  its  fatality,  re- 
corded in  the  pages  of  Medical  fliftory,  with  horror  and  furprile. 

The  Cow  Pock  matter,  which  has  pafi'ed  through  feveral  conjfitutions,  is 
#0  be  preferred  to  th^t  taken  immediately  from  die  animal  itfelf.  PofTefTed 
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oflefs  acrimony,  it  will  be  equally  certain  in  defending  the  patient  fron% 
any  future  attack  of  the  Small  Pox  Infe&ion.  The  choice  of  the  quality 
af  the  matter  is,  as  we  have  repeatedly  noticed,  of  the  highejl  importance . 

It  ffiould  be  taken  as  foon  as  it  is  perfe&ly  formed,  about  the  eighth  day, 
q a clear,  limpid  (late  ; and  before  it  has  acquired  any  apparent  vifcidity. 

The  Hooping  Cough , which  has  long  prevailed  in  this  town  and  its  vici* 
nity,  is  a Difeafe  lefs  violent  and  didreffing  to  the  children  of  the  lower 
clafs  of  people,  than  to  thafe  of  the  opulent:  a circumdance  which  may  be 
imputed  to  the  advantage  which  the  former  enjoy  of  a condant  expofure 
to  the  open  air,  and  the  benefit  of  frequent  excrcife  in  it.  The  danger*, 
which  threatens  its  termination,  very  often  arifes  from  an  inattention  to  its 
Primary  Symptoms ; and,  from  that  combination  with  other  difeafes,  which 
tpo  generally  didinguifhes  its  advanced  dages.  This,  however,  is  not 
always  the  cafe,  as  fometimes  we  have  an  opportunity  to  lament  its  fatality, 
in  every  period  of  the  Diforder,  in  its  fimple  form,,  and  with  tlie  mod  judi- 
Mcious  treatment. 

In  private  pra£lice,  feveral  cafe3  of  Scarlet  Fever ,,  and  a few  in  that  of 
tlie  Dispen&vI&y,  occurred  in  the  fpring.  The  throat  was  affe&ed  with 
. Gonfiderable  inflammation,  and  deep  feated  ulcerations : but  though  its 
Ifymptomfr  were  atlive  and  painful,  yet  the  event,  even  when  protra6fed  to 
; a-  didant  period,  was  always  favourable.  Previous  to  the  formal  attack  of 
tithe  difeafe,  the  patient  complained  of  general  weaknefs,  frequent  ffiiverings, 
and  pains  in  the  head  and  back,,  with  condant  naufea,  and  fometimes  a&uaL 
• vomiting.  Any  difcharge  from  the  tonfils  relieved  the  principal  fymptoms 
of  difficulty  in  fwallowing,  breathing,  and  fpeaking.  To  refid  the  power,, 
and  prevent  the  progrefs  of  putrefcency,  the  abundant  ufe  of  Tonic  Re- 
medies was  recommended.  Of  thefe  the  Bark,  in  powder,  and  every  pre- 
paration of  it,  with  wine  and  Vitriolic  Acid,  were  the  bed.  Small  portions 
of  Yeaft  had  been  added  to  the  common  diluting  beverages,  and  taken  with 
benefit.  The  (late  of  the  bowels,  for  the  mod  part,  required  tlie  occafional 
exhibition  of  Cajlor  Oil.  The  linen  and  other  articles,  worn  by  the  fick,  were 
frequently  changed ; and  no  precaution  was  omitted,  refpeXing  cleanlintfs 
and  clear  ventilation,  which  could  contribute  to  the  relief  of  the  patient,  or 
render  the  family  and  neighbourhood,  particularly  the  attendants  lefs  liable 
to  experience  a communication  of  the  difeafe. — When  fuch  Contagions  are 
highly  virulent,  and  the  danger  of  their  general  prevalence  is  apprehended, 
it  would  be  proper  to  execute,  carefully,  the  various  Prophylaxies  employ- 
ed in  the  prevention  of  Infe&ious  Fever  : a well  merited  preference  being 
given  to  the  Oxygenated  Muriatic  and  Nitrous  Fumigations.-— This  dif- 

temper 

"■  j 
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temper  had  raged  for  fome  months,  when  the  weather  was  remarkably 
mo i ft,  warm,  and  foggy,  with  peculiar  malignancy,  in  the  furrounding  vil- 
lages, and  proved  fatal  to  feveral  children,  in  the  fame  family,  and  to  ma- 
ny perfons,  in  fituations  diftant  from  and  apparently  unconnected  with 
each  other.  The  mode  of  its  introduction  into  this  District  was  very 
uncertain,  and  as  its  prefent  influence  is  by  no  means  alarming,  we  truft, 
the  precautions  taken,  to  obftruct  its  courfe,  will  be  fuccefsful. 

The  lower  clafs  of  people,  from  their  employments  and  habits,  are  pe-' 
cufiarly  liable  to  fufFtr  a Confiderable  variety  of  Chronic  Diforders  : and 
thefe  are  obferved  to  occur  oftener,  and  with  greater  violence,  in  cold  and 
moift  ieafons;  cl;  when  luch  Dates  of  weather  rapidly  fucceed  each  other, 
Tibs  viciffitude  in  the  climate  of  this  Kingdom,  and  particularly  of  its 
northern  counties  ; or  even  that  more  remarkable  tranfition  from  mode-’ 
lately  warm  weather  to  fro  ft,  will  account,  in  a very  fatisfaClory  manner, 
for  the  frequent  and  alarming  recurrence  of  the  moft  painful  and  dangerous 
difeafes;  whole  fyrnpfoms  may  admit  a temporary  mitigation,  but  can  fel- 
dom  be  perfeCffy  cured  The  following  is  a proof  of  this  affertion.
